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OSSIPEE NURSING SERVICE A. R. C. 


The Ossipee Nursing Service has had another 
busy year as the report will show you. All phases of 
Public Health Work are receiving attention. 

The Clinic work of the year has been as usual. 
It is now possible to have both a physician’s examina- 
tion of the chest and an X-ray of chest of any suspici- 
ous tuberculosis case at the annual Chest Clinic. We 
have been much handicapped by not being able to 
maintain a dental clinic through the school year. It is 
difficult to obtain a dentist who has any time left 
from his own practice for this type of clinic. We 
wish to bring this to the attention of the parents so 
that they can understand why more of this kind of 
work is not being done as formerly. 

The audiometer was borrowed from the State 
Board of Education for testing of hearing in the 
schools. The cause of defective hearing was found 
usually to be due to former infection from colds, bad 
tonsils and communicable diseases. 

Another feature has been added to the Public 
Health Program, “Home Nursing Classes for Adults.” 
This course teaches the wife or mother how in the 
present War Emergency she may take better care of 
her home and family. In that way also she helps to 
keep a higher standard of health in the community. 
Plans are being made to hold another one of these 
classes this spring. 

The Chairman of the Nursing Activities Commit- 
tee and the nurse wish to thank those who have helped - 
in any way through giving their time, cars and gen- 
erous support to the Health Work.
